There is a question that has been asked of 
me many times and I feel that the answer may 
be of interest to some of the readers who have 
followed the spring timber racing coverage 
in The Maryland Horse. The question is "How 
many fences has Mountain Dew jumped in 
competition without making a mistake?” These 
figures are approximate but I come up with, in 
8 years of racing, he has jumped 640 fences 
and run 114 miles. 

Another extraordinary thing about Mountain 
Dew is that he has been hunted for 9 seasons 
and has never fallen or made enough of a mis¬ 
take to lose any of us. To add up the total 
fences jumped a season in the hunting field, 
and then multiply by 9, would make a fantastic 
sum and, perhaps, one for all timber enthusiasts 
to shoot for.

James L. Skinners Yankee Lad, one of the 
season’s leading 3-year-old Maryland-breds, suf¬ 
fered a broken sesamoid in the running of 
Delaware Park’s Kent Stakes early this month. 
It is believed the injury occurred leaving the 
gate. Yankee Lad finished fifth. 

The homebred son of Rejected—Tabarian, 
by The Yuvara J., won five of eight starts as 
a juvenile and two races in nine outings this 
season, including Pimlico’s Survivor Stakes. He 
also was moved up to fourth in the Preakness 
and ran fourth in the Jersey Derby for career 
earnings of $64,000.

This is certainly an entertaining potpourri 
of stories and articles that will delight the 
young rider. There are three really amusing 
short novels, Kipling’s classic short story "The 
Maltese Cat,” and articles on learning to ride, 
and show jumping by the editor; gymkhana 
history and development; trends in pony breed¬ 
ing; the weird race in Siena, Italy; riding 
tours; collecting horse-brasses, John Hislop’s 
relating of his third place finish in the 1947 
Grand National Steeplechase; and a poem. 

In addition to many full and part-page 
black and white drawings (uncredited) there 
are two fine photo sections featuring many 
well-known international show jumping riders 
and mounts, a similar representation from 
combined training, and pictures from races, 
pony club competitions, shows and exhibitions.

A head be¬ 
hind the runner-up had been the gray Mary¬ 
land-bred Dancer’s Image. 

His place in the history of American racing 
had already been established. Two weeks ear¬ 
lier he had become the first Kentucky Derby 
winner to leave Louisville without a purse. 

And now the Pimlico stewards were within 
minutes of deciding that third money in the 
Preakness belonged to another horse.

Four Times A National Champion, 
Aitcheson Wants To Ride Forever

The nations best steeplechase jockey never had a riding lesson in his life. 

He spends most of his career inside the glamor of New York racing, but his private 
life is centered around the Maryland farm where he has lived all his life 

He has ridden most of America’s great steeplechasers, but he spends weekends with his 9- 
year-old daughter and her pony. 

This is Joseph L. Aitcheson, Jr., who won his first race 30 years ago across those same Mary¬ 
land hills. And now, at 39, hopes he has another decade of race-riding ahead of him. 

From Saratoga to the Carolinas, and wherever jumping fans gather, Joe Aitcheson’s name has 
become synonymous with national riding titles. He has won four of them—in 1961, 1963, 1964 
and perhaps most notably in 1967, when he made a comeback in matchless style, after his family 
and friends had despaired of his ever riding a horse again. This most serious injury to Joe occurred 
in 1965, when a 3-year-old fell with him in New York. 

With a punctured lung, a torn spleen and injured kidneys, plus several broken ribs, Aitche¬ 
son was told by his doctors that he should try to accustom himself to the idea of living on the 
ground. After days on the critical list, he recovered sufficiently to return to the family farm near 
Burtonsville, but the closely-knit Aitcheson clan was sick with worry. 

Even for a veteran of uncounted broken bones, Joes recuperation was a long and painful 
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process. He looked gaunt and hollow-eyed. But he approached the problem with his characteristic 
quiet determination, and almost miraculously managed to climb back on a horse again ten weeks 
later. 

As he now looks back on it, he says: "1965 wasn t much of a year for me. He had a total 
of fourteen spills that year. 

His winning average, which had soared to a record of 40 jumping victories in 1964, took a 
nosedive that season. 

Steeplechasing In America , the bible of the sport, commented in 1966: Any rider endowed 
with less determination, or less courage, than Joe Aitcheson would have hung up his tack for 
good. . . . For weeks, Joe failed to display the steady, crisply cool skill and judgment that has 
ranked him as one of the great riders of our times.” 

The volume then noted that Aitcheson returned to his best form in the fall and scored 
fifteen of his year’s total of 23 wins during that time. In 1966, he handled Alfred H. Smith Sr. s 
homebred ‘ Steeplechase Horse of the Year,” Tuscalce, in all but one of his thirteen starts. 

Joe was aboard the Smith champion at Middleburg that autumn when the little horse ran 
one of the finest races of his career. He was far out of contention at the last fence on the 21/2- 
mile course, and appeared to be hopelessly beaten just yards short of the finish. 

“It took a superior horse and a superior rider to snatch a head victory from that one,” was 
the observation of Steeplechasing In America. 

On the basis of Aitcheson’s remarkable year in 1967, the newesr edition of the National

Steeplechase and Hunt Association’s handsome series of annual reports is practically Joe’s own 
book. 

"Although Joseph Aitcheson, Jr., didn’t set any new records in 1967, his really fine race 
riding had a touch of genius about it. With almost machine-like precision reflexes and skill, 
his saddle artistry was a joy to watch. 

"Forgotten were the falls, and one nearly fa r al one. ... In a hazardous profession which calls 
for an optimum of split-second physical and mental co-ordination, his finished performances belied 
his 39 years,” said this leading authority. 

Few riders in any branch of the horse sport can match Joe’s unique background. 

His father, J. Leiter Aitcheson, Sr., and uncle, Whitney J. Aitcheson (who died May 8), lived 
on adjoining farms where generations of the family had grown up before them. Both were 
excellent athletes at the University of Maryland and spent most of their lives hunting foxes in the 
rural area between Laurel and Burtonsville. 

In addition to founding the Iron Bridge Hunt, the family also gave twice-yearly horse shows 
in the natural amphitheater that formed a picturesque show ring, which many people still regard 
as the only place to be on Memorial Day or Labor Day. 

Joes sister, Jane, and cousin, Margaret, showed a wonderful little chestnut mare named 
Wye, a real family horse whose progeny still are winning championships. Joe wasn’t keen on 
showing, but he did enjoy meeting and beating his contemporaries in the informal but frequently 
wild races that cropped up throughout Prince Georges, Montgomery and Howard counties in those 
days. 

Lee Ryan, a Laurel automobile dealer, was reminiscing the other day that "I put Joe up on 
his first racehorse.” 

Joe remembers that Ryan did, indeed; the horse was a game critter named Merrily, and Joe 
was aboard her nearly every Saturday, running against such regulars as Leonard Timmins’ St. Nick, 
Marrian Currans Lump Sum, and Boyd Keys’ British Knight. Needless to say Joe and Merrily won 
their share. 

He rode professionally for the first time in 1956. His scrapbook in that year carried the cryptic 
note: "Zero winners, two broken collarbones.” 

Joe broke his maiden on an extra-good one, Grand Chal, bred at A1 Smith’s Blythewood 
Farm at Upper Marlboro. By that time, the senior Smith had persuaded Leiter Aitcheson, who 
had retired from the Department of Agriculture, to take over his string of ’chasers, and Grand 
Chal went on to become Timber Horse of the Year in 1958 and 1959. 

Joe spent a year at trainer D. Michael Smithwick’s farm at Hydes, which he looks back on 
as an invaluable experience. 

The friendship between Smithwick, who has led the list of leading trainers of steeplechase 
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winners eight times during the past ten years, and Aitcheson, four times the nation’s top jumping 
rider, has continued. When Mike’s brilliant riding brother, Paddy, was injured in 1966, the riding 
assignment for Smithwick-trained horses went to Joe. 

The Smithwick-Aitcheson combination was scheduled to make four trips to France this month 
with a powerhouse string of four horses—Mrs. A. C. Randolph’s Bon Nouvel, Teana and Walrus, 
and Mrs. William C. Riker’s *Bampton Castle. They were aiming at France’s rich series of jumping 
races, but Fate, in the form of political upheaval, caused the cancellation of Franch racing. The 
entire group, equines as well as humans, have been awaiting developments, poised to make' the 
flight to Orly. 

With the cream of America’s steeplechasers to ride, Aitcheson these days is more willing to 
listen to the advice of his close friends, who repeatedly have urged him to stay away from the 
bad jumpers.” Time was when he willingly would hop aboard any available horse without a thought 
to the consequences. There is general rejoicing that he now is more selective. 

For a man on the crest of success, Joe lives a quiet life. He commutes each week to New 
York, where he lives in modest quarters near Belmont Park. When the jumping races end, he hops 
a plane and returns to the attractive brick rambler which he supervised as his pet building 
project last winter. 

The house, shared with his daughter Jody, is on a wooded knoll overlooking the Aitcheson 
farm. It adjoins the home occupied by his sister, Jane Curley, and her three small sons. Jody 
stays with them during the week, while her father is away. 

Across the rolling pastureland, the senior Aitchesons live in their comfortable farmhouse, with 
a big kitchen that serves as headquarters for a busy band of grandchildren, relatives from across 
the hill” at "Aunt Lina’s” (Whitney Aitcheson’s widow), and streams of callers who like to drop 
in and talk about the world. Their particular segment of the world, of course, is generally con¬ 
centrated somewhere between Belmont Park and, say, the west side of Burtonsville. 

With only an occasional contribution of help from various distaff family members, Joe and 
Jody keep their house by themselves. Like her father, Jody is unerringly tidy. Her room, done in 
crisp red and white, is neat "24 hours a day,” her father says with a grin. Decorated by a talented 
counsin, Mary Lee Parker, the room is perfect picture of what a little girl s kingdom should be. 

Accustomed to "batching it” since his divorce some years ago, Joe is an expert at running the 
vacuum cleaner, dusting, and rummaging about happily in his kitchen. A house loaded with beauti¬ 
ful silver trophies has taught him to be an expert at polishing, too. 

His particular pride is the recreation room downstairs, where he spent some time last winter

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constructing a pleasant bar. His carpenter’s tools are neatly arranged in an adjoining workshop, 
handy for weekend projects when he is relaxing. 

Race track pictures are all about. Most visitors are likely to ask about them immediately, 
anyway, and his favorites are in the rec-room. On a special section of the wall are some whopping 
spills, including a well-remembered one in 1950 when he made his first and only try at the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup on (and later off) Little Springs. 

The Virginia Gold Cup has come to be Aitcheson’s special kind of race since he first won it 
aboard Ricacho in I960. No other rider in the 47-year history of the Gold Cup ever had managed 
to win six renewals of the 4-mile race until Joe came along. He also won with Mainstay in 1961, 
Moon Rock in 1964, Leeds Don to retire the big challenge trophy in 1967, and Walrus for Mrs. 
Randolph this Spring. 

Commenting on Joe’s riding prowess, Mrs. Randolph said: 

I ve never known a rider with such courage. Joe would drive a blind horse through a brick 
wall! He is completely without fear—or nerves, I think. And he is such a straight-shooter. . . 

Is Aitcheson as calm as he appears? 

I have a little stomach trouble from worrying,” he answers, grinning. “Whenever I’m due 
to ride, I try to have the race thought out ahead of time—especially if I’m on a favorite. I kind of 
worry out the whole race, figuring where the speed is, where to make my move, how my horse will 
run, and so on. I’m inclined to worry, particularly at the races when I have to be in the jocks’ 
room hours ahead of time, and don’t ride until the fifth race. I get over it in the paddock, though, 
because I’m too busy.

"It isn’t as bad at the hunt meets, because I usually ride every race, and I don’t have time to 
think about each horse so much.” 

As he chatted, seated in his attractively furnished living room, he looked out the open door 
at the lovely little lake below his house. 

"That’s my favorite view,” he said. "I love to sit here and look out at the water and the fields 
when my dad s horses are turned out. During the winter, I get a kick out of the bird feeder on 
the other side of the house.” 

Jane Curley, who shares the family characteristic of high cheekbones, came in with an assort¬ 
ment of children. She had been working with her own string of horses at the barn, where she 
"gallops, rubs, walks, trains and works on their legs,” according to Joe. 

Asked about her career as a model, Jane laughed ruefully and said: 

"1 don’t have much time for that, anymore. But I still do night fashion shows for Hutzlers’, 
occasionally, just to keep my hand in.” 

She explained that she has applied for her National Steeplechase and Hunt Association trainer s 
license, and expected to take the test shortly, either from Steward Randolph D. Rouse or at 
Delaware Park. 

During the chat, Joe was surrounded by Jody and her cousins. Nephew Bobby addressed him 
as Jockey Joe,’ and then told a visitor: "I tried to call him Uncle Joe, but it didn’t sound right.” 

Joe knows how to repair his tack and is pretty handy with a smaller needle to arrange his own 
foam-rubber paddings for protection around his slim (30-inch) waist and back. He still wears foot¬ 
ball pads across his shoulders to protect the seven breaks in his collarbones, but he says he doesn’t

wears as much padding as he used to. 

As for his nose—well, he’s broken it six times, and he doesn’t worry about its shape. Ribs? 
Too many broken ones to count. 

In past years, the turf-writing fraternity has encountered some minor difficulties in extracting 
interviews from the quiet race rider. Attempting to fill in the gaps between Joe’s polite but taciturn 
answers, they have put words in his mouth that have followed him in print, year after year. 

The most generally quoted is a little treasure which quotes Joe as saying: "Riding over jumps 
is in my blood; they’ll never give me enough transfusions to get over that!" 

"I never said that,” its alleged author protested, embarrassed at being credited with hyperbole. 

No matter the source, it has been a part of a dozen past interviews which are in Joe’s 
scrapbook. 

Those who find him laconic would doubt that they were looking at the same Aitcheson if 
they saw him dining with a dozen or so friends at a country inn in Middleburg, or wherever, after 
a hunt meet. His fellow riders enjoy kidding him and he retaliates in kind, cheerfully accepting 
their nickname for him, "Pappy,” as they assign him to pick up the check. Pappy never could be 
called noisy, but he is far from introverted. 

Often with him at the hunt meets is the nation’s Number One girl rider, Kathy Kusner, of 
the U.S. Equestrian Team. She is as well-versed in steeplechasers as she is in show jumpers, and 
she and Joe see a lot of each other when she isn’t touring Europe with the USET, or he isn t at 
the race track. 

Acquaintances marvel at the amount of riding ability between the two of them—Kathy, 
slightly over 100 pounds, winner of every major riding title in the world; Joe, 132, winner of 
every major steeplechase, most of them several times over. 

For the best jumper he’s ever ridden, Joe picks the great-hearted Amber Diver, winner of 
the $50,000 Temple Gwathmey in 1963 and 1964. Amber Diver earned $165,937—big money for 
a steeplechaser. 

"This year, I really like Top Bid, but it’s too early yet to tell anything about his future,” Joe 
said. "We’ll find out in the fall at Aqueduct.” 

Aitcheson received an unusual honor last winter when he was given an athletic achievement 
award by the University of Maryland’s M Club at its 17th annual awards banquet in Washington. 
Mike and Dorothy Smithwick were among a number of steeplechasing figures, friends and relatives 
who were guests of longtime M Clubber A1 Smith, Sr. for the dinner, where the lean Aitcheson 
frame was in sharp contrast to the hulking football stars. 

In honoring Joe for his distinguished career as a rider, the M Club marked the first time 
it ever had gone outside the field of college competition in athletics. His silver trophy from the 
M Club is among the most prized of his valuable collection of prizes, which number among them 
some of America’s major riding awards. 

Joe leaned back contentedly, recuperating from a tasty "care package” from his mother’s 
kitchen—broiled chicken for the host, who stays away from fried foods, although he loves them, 
in the interests of his persnickety digestive system; fried chicken for his guests, done as only 
Mrs. Aitcheson, Sr., can produce the special Maryland product. 

Glancing about him at the attractive Munnings prints, the gleaming trophies and the mem¬ 
orabilia of 12 years of an occasionally painful, often frightening, never dull career, Joe indicated that 
he’d be happy to keep on riding forever. He added: 

"Eventually, I’ll train horses. It’s the next best thing." •

Burroughs-Blunt Colt Pinned 
Grand Champion Of Yearling Show

The magic of Native Dancer’s name in a pedigree continued to have its effect on the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association’s yearling show last month. A dark bay grandson of Maryland’s 
recently deceased Number One stallion won the championship over an excellent field of 66 
youngsters. 

The colt, by Restless Native out of Mobile Gal by Ponder, is owned and was bred jointly 
by turf writer Raleigh Burroughs and his son-in-law, Thomas Blunt. 

After making his selection of the youngster for the championship in the 34th annual show, 
Judge Jerome C. Meyer, trainer of Max Gluck’s Elmendorf racing string, commented: 

’This colt is the best-looking as a potential race horse. He has excellent bone structure, and 
he’ll be an even more handsome colt when he fills out.” 

The yearling, winner of the class for colts foaled in Maryland in 1967, the produce of mares 
covered in Maryland in 1966, was chosen by Meyer for the title among a group of eight blue- 
ribbon and second-placed winners in the show’s four events. 

"In this last group, any one of them could have been selected as champion,” Meyer concluded. 
"It’s a matter of personal preference, but actually, they are a fine looking bunch of yearlings.” 

The reserve winner was a bay filly by the Belmont winner Quadrangle (standing at Paul 
Mellon’s Rokeby Farm in Upperville, Va.) out of Abeyance Lass, owned and bred by Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugh J. O’Donovan. She was the winner of the class for fillies foaled in Maryland and sired 
by stallions standing outside the State.

Longtime friends of owner-breeder-writer- 
pundit-fisherman Burroughs searched unsuccess¬ 
fully for the man, suspecting that he might be 
stretched out in a box stall in a state of shock.

Maurice D. Bransfield, Sr. 

Maurice D. Bransfield, Sr., a one-time horse 
trainer who in recent years was part owner of 
a Reisterstown automobile repair firm, died last 
month at the age of 79. 

Born in Ireland, Mr. Bransfield came to Balti¬ 
more in 1910. He worked as a trainer in Balti¬ 
more county until 1940. During his younger 
days he was also an enthusiastic polo player. 

Mr. Bransfield’s wife, Hannah Griffin Brans¬ 
field, died four years ago. Like her husband, 
she was born in Cork county, Ireland, but she 
did not meet Mr. Bransfield until after moving 
to Baltimore. 

Mr. Bransfield is survived by two sons, Mau¬ 
rice D., Jr. and Joseph, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Mary Dcxlson. He is also survived by six grand¬ 
children and four great-grandchildren. 


Jouett Shouse 

Jouett Shouse, breeder of one of Maryland’s 
finest race mares, died early this month in a 
Washington nursing home. Mr. Shouse was 
88 years old. 

An owner-breeder member of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association up until he with¬ 
drew from active participation in the Thor¬ 
oughbred field four years ago, Mr. Shouse is 
best known in horse circles for the success of 
Cinda, a Maryland-bred daughter of Occupy 
and Arden Lass. 

Mr. Shouse bred and owned Cinda. Trained 
by Bernard P. Bond, Cinda earned $140,000, 
winning seventeen of her 35 starts. She was 
foaled at the late G. Ray Bryson’s Elray Farm 
on February 24, 1949. 

An owner-breeder from 1915 until 1964, Mr. 
Shouse was elected to membership in The 
Jockey Club in 1956. 

Among his other good horses were Tuscan, 
Principia and Engaging. 

Born in Kentucky, Mr. Shouse commenced 
his career as a newspaper reporter and later 
became a lawyer and banker. He was elected 
to Congress in 1915 and became Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in 1919 during the 
administration of President Woodrow Wilson. 

From 1928 through 1932 he was chairman 
of the Democratic National Executive Com¬ 
mittee. He was named head of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment in 1932 
and his organization was successful in having 
the 18th Amendment repealed. 

In subsequent years Mr. Shouse returned to 
the legal profession, maintaining offices in 
Washington. 

Last Cavalry Horse Dies 

Chief, the last cavalry horse on the United 
States Army rolls, died last month in his 
private stall at the age of 36. 

Veterinarians said death was caused by pneu¬ 
monia and infirmities of old age. 

Foaled in 1932, the bay gelding entered the 
Army at Fort Robinson, Nebraska, in 1940, and 
came to Fort Riley April 13, 1941.

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Eddie Ambrose remembers August 20, 
1920, just as though it were yesterday. 

"Mr. Riddle was sitting on the porch at the 
Grand Union Hotel. He saw me walk by and 
said: 'Eddie, how about riding Man o’War 
tomorrow?’ 

"That was the closest I ever got to riding 
Man o’War. I had to turn Mr. Riddle down 
because I was working for Mr. Whitney, and 
he had John P. Grier in the race. 

"Mr. Riddle wound up getting Andy Schut- 
tinger." 

Now 74 years old and retired as a jockey 
since 1930, Eddie Ambrose was back at Pim¬ 
lico last month shaking hands with oldtimers 
and reminiscing about the days when life was 
young and exciting. 

"They used to call me Sit Still Ambrose,”

said the dignified, erect little man. "I never led 
the jockey standings, but I had some good 
stables I rode for. People like H. P. Whitney, 
James Rowe, Walter Jeffords and Ral Parr. 

"Maybe if Man o’War don’t come out, I’d 
wind up being one of the best.” 

The way Eddie remembers it, every time a 
major race came up in 1919 and 1920, Man 
o’War killed him. 

"I rode Golden Broom for Mr. Jeffords in the 
Sanford when Upset beat Man o’War. It was 
a crime. Man o’War was much the best. But 
he got off bad and my horse went right to the 
lead. Knapp (on Upset) had Loftus (on Man 
o’War) in a pocket. Man o’War was full of 
run, but there was no place for him to go. 

"I was still in front up to the eighth pole, 
and Knapp still had Loftus locked in tight. 
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Man o’War got out right at the end, but Knapp 
rode too good a race for Loftus. Upset won by 
half a length.” 

In a career comprising 21 starts, Man o’War 
sustained his only defeat in the Sanford. 

Said Ambrose: "That was the closest I ever 
got to beating him. I rode against him six or 
seven times. 

"When Man o’War was a yearling I worked 
for Mr. Jeffords. Mrs. Jeffords was Mrs. Riddle’s 
niece. They trained all their horses at the Riddle 
farm near Ocean City (Md.). 

"They got Johnny Loftus to ride Man o’War 
in the yearling trials and I rode Golden Broom. 
We went three-eighths of a mile and Golden 
Broom beat Man o’War. After that, we thought 
Golden Broom was one helluva horse.” 

But that three-furlong trial at Ocean City 
marked the end of Golden Broom’s supremacy 


over Man o’War. When they went to the races 
the following year Samuel D. Riddle’s Man 
o’War won nine of ten starts and was the un¬ 
questioned champion of the 1919 2-year-olds. 

Living in retirement today at his home in 
St. Thomas, Pa., Ambrose weighs only 126 
pounds. He stands five feet two inches. He 
keeps busy by tending his lawn and garden and 
making minor household repairs. 

"I’ve got a good wife,” he adds. "She’s a 
substitute school teacher. But they’re gonna 
make her retire next year on account of her 
age.” 

Did Ambrose ever win the Preakness? 

"Yes,” said Eddie, "but the placing judges 
made a mistake. They said I was second when 
actually I win it by a nose.” 

The Preakness to which Eddie referred was 
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Talking with Chick Lang, Pimlico's director of racing, Ambrose recalled that he rode many times 
against Chick's father. The senior Chick Lang won 1928 Kentucky Derby with Reigh Count and was 
nation's leading jockey in 1921. "You're lot heavier than your father," observed Ambrose as 
he eyed Lang's 200-pound-plus physique. Below, Man o' War wins the Dwyer Stakes under Clarence 
Kummer with John P. Grier second.

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Wildair, a 2-year-old of 1919 owned by H.P.

the 1928 running in which H. P. Whitney’s 
Victorian scored over E. B. McLean’s Toro. 
Ambrose rode /Toro. 

"I always had a loving for the race track 
life,” said Ambrose. ”It’s the greatest life a man 
could be in. While you’re going good you think 
it’ll never end. Everybody wants you when 
you’re winning. 

"But in 1930 I got sick. I onlv weighed 99 
pounds. I couldn’t eat and I couldn’t sleep. I 
was no help to my horses at all. Just hanging 
on. I got off a horse after winning a race that 
year and knew I was tireder than the horse. 

"That’s when I quit. And then I couldn’t get 
far enough away from racing. I didn’t want to 
even hear about it. 

"Later on I tried to get jobs in the office. Got 
some promises but nothing solid. Now I just 
like to go to the races once in a while and see 
what’s going on. My wife loves the races.” 

Born in St. Louis and raised in Chicago, Sit 
Still Ambrose was a city-raised boy who got his 
first contact with horses in a livery stable. He 
moved on to Thoroughbreds as an exercise boy 
in Lexington (Ky.) where he signed on with 
Mikey Daley. 

In his first race he went down in a spill 
when "a bunch of horses closed in” on him. 

"That,” says Eddie, "was when racing was 
racing. Everybody was out for himself.” •

Telekinesis Survived Major Surgery 
To Become Sire Of Stakes Winner 

By Joe B. Hickey, Jr. 


The near fatal injury sustained by Mr. and 
Mrs. Ephraim Winer’s Telekinesis as a suckling 
foal is reported above in the July 13, 1957, 
issue of The Blood-Horse. 

Telekinesis is not only a handsome horse 
today (see photograph, opposite page) he is 
also the sire of Telepathy, winner of Garden 
State’s $25,000-added Colonial Handicap. Tele¬ 
kinesis stands at Dr. Davie Paice’s Rebel Acres 
Farm near Hagerstown. 

The emergence of Telekinesis as a stakes 
sire was far from being predictable. After sus¬ 
taining his bladder injury as a suckling foal, 


Telekinesis was earmarked by his owners as a 
potential riding horse. 

In preparation for that role in life Tele¬ 
kinesis was one of the Winer yearlings marked 
for castration. But when the veterinarian 
arrived to perform the operation he found the 
colt too immature for such surgery. 

Along with the Winers’ other yearlings, 
Telekinesis was broken by Trainer William 
O. Hicks, Sr. In a month or two, Hicks decided 
that everyone might have misjudged the colt. 
He was commencing to look like a runner. 

The Winers were, of course, delighted to 
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learn that Telekinesis might, after all, get to 
the races. His role as a riding horse was quickly 
forgotten—and so was castration. 

The colt went to the races as a 2-year-old, 
winning his third start in New York. At 3, 
he won his first two starts. He was tried in 
stakes but, after his fourth start at 3 he frac¬ 
tured a sesamoid. 

Given a year’s rest on the Winers’ farm in 
Jessup, Md., Telekinesis went back to the races 
as a plater. He won by six for $4,750. He 
moved up in class after that score and went on 
to win at distances up to a mile and a half. 

From the time he was 3 until his retirement 
he was trained by Frank Y. Whiteley, Jr. 
Whiteley said at that time that he had never 
handled a faster horse. Tom Rolfe and Damas¬ 
cus came later. •

Shuger Leaves Commission 

Albert A. Shuger will retire from the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission when his term expires 
this month.

Mr. Shuger, 70, has been in semi-retirement 
for several years. He plans to spend at least six 
months a year in Miami Beach, Florida. 

He has written to Governor Agnew that he 
does not wish to be appointed to another five- 
year term. 

Mike Ford Training 

Mike Ford, owner of the first Maryland-bred 
ever to win the Kentucky Derby, is currently 
training a seven-horse stable in Nebraska, ac¬ 
cording to a recent story in The Morning Tele- 
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graph written by Teddy Cox. 

Cox quoted Ford as saying: "I’m still cutting 
my eye teeth as a trainer and have much to 
learn. By the time my own homebreds are of 
racing age, the experience I am now getting 
should help greatly. 

"We’ve got Finance King and Jedmark here, 
and they are just a notch below the best at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. They’re probably worth about $20,000 
each if I were to run them in claimers in the 
east.” 

Mike attained world wide publicity in 1966 
when his Kauai King won both the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. Henry Forrest, the cur¬ 
rent trainer of Calumet Farm’s Forward Pass, 
was Ford’s trainer at that time. 

Ford stated publicly when Kauai King was 
at the height of his fame that he planned to 
commence training his own horses the follow¬ 
ing year. 

In addition to Native Dancer’s son Kauai 
King, Ford has owned such good horses as 
Royal Gunner, Umbrella Fella and Fleet Marine. 

All four of his top horses now stand at stud 
in Maryland. 

Joseph M. O'Farrell Honored 

Washington College honored Joseph M. 
O’Farrell early this month, presenting him 


with an Alumni Citation, the highest award 
given by Washington College’s Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation, for notable achievement in a chosen 
field. 

Mr. O’Farrell, a former resident of West¬ 
minster, is a 1934 graduate of the Chestertown 
(Md.) college. He commenced his horse breed¬ 
ing career in Maryland and moved to Florida 
in 1956. 

Washington College’s Dean, Landon C. 
Burns, said of Mr. O’Farrell: "More important 
even than Rough’n Tumble’s great progeny 
have been your contributions to the techniques 
and promotion of an age-old science.” 

Dean Burns went on to say that O’Farrell 
is a great salesman and that part of his success 
as a horse breeder in Ocala is the development 
of a special product: the ready-to-run horse, 
a "revolutionary idea in the too-often cautious, 
musty, horse-breeding business.” 

"I realized,” said Mr. O’Farrell, "that it would 
cost about $2,500 more to train each horse in¬ 
stead of just fattening them up like they do in 
Kentucky. But I also thought the buyers would 
like the idea.” 

The success of Florida’s annual 2-year-old 
auction clearly proves the correctness of Mr. 
O’Farrell’s thinking.

Pat Connors of 
Chicago, rated at 8 goals in arena play, was 
the guest of the Potomac Club for the opening 
weekend. 

Arena games are scheduled at Potomac every 
Friday night thereafter through early September 
with outdoor games each Sunday afternoon 
through October, weather permitting. 

The competitive action this year promises to 
be the strongest ever with two 8-goal players, 
Roy Barry and Ray Harrington, playing for 
Keswick and Blue Ridge respectively during 
the 1968 season.

Bill Licensing Riding 
Academies Becomes Law

When a mans vocation is politics and he 
lives in Maryland, you can be sure that sooner 
or later he will be confronted with problems 
dealing with horses. So it has come about that 
one group of Maryland horses has received 
much needed attention from two well-known 
state legislators. 

In the last session of the General Assembly 
Senator James A. Pine and Delegate Lester 
V. Jones introduced companion bills which 
called for the licensing and inspecting of stables 
which rent horses and ponies to the public by 
the hour. 

On May 7 Governor Spiro T. Agnew signed 
the bill into law. 

It creates a Board of Inspection consisting of 
three people: a licensed veterinarian, a Hu¬ 
mane Society official and an interested non¬ 
professional. 

This Board will issue licenses and appoint 
inspectors to visit the stables and see that 
certain minimal standards are met—standards 
that any owner would consider basic to the pro¬ 
tection and health of his animals and the safety 
of the people who ride them. 



Most of our Maryland horses receive the 
best of care, comparable to that given any 
two-footed athlete: plenty of good food, ade¬ 
quate rest and exercise. Most of the stables 
which rent animals by the hour not only pro¬ 
vide fine care, but also teach quantities of 
young people the principles of horsemanship. 

However, there is a small percentage of 
public stables which are sub-standard in every 
respect. In these skid rows of the horse world 
the animals are kept on a starvation diet, are 
often sick and are always over-worked. They 
present a real hazard to the safety of the in¬ 
experienced rider who comes for an hour’s 
exercise. 

Senator Pine and Mr. Jones, because of their 
personal interest in young people, horses and 
ponies, have done a great deal toward bringing 
about an improvement in the conditions of 
these stables. By introducing this bill and see¬ 
ing it through all the various committees and 
readings in the Assembly to a safe passage and 
signing by the Governor, they have shown us 
that they are not only able legislators, but 
compassionate men as well. •

Then Go It Alone 
In A Foreign Land

A couple of years ago I had some spare 
time in Paris so I went racing at lovely St. 
Cloud. 


The first difficulty was how to get there 
which I solved by taking a very expensive taxi 
ride. When I got there, I did not know what 
sort of a ticket to buy so I bought the most 
costly and then didn’t know what to do with 
it after I walked down that long alley between 
beautiful trees, between the ticket seller and 
the grandstand gate. Nor did I know where 
to buy a program or how much to pay for it 
even if I did find where to buy it. 

As to betting, it is fortunate I don’t bet 
because all I would have done is snarl up the 
line at the $2 (or whatever) window so those 
with hot things going would have been shut 
out. 


I have had the same thing happen in Hong 
Kong, Saigon, Accra, Cairo, Bombay, and San- 
down, and at lots of other places. On the other 
hand, at Mandalay, Singapore, Kano, Vienna, 
Delhi, Sarawak, Rangoon, Singapore, and some 
others, I was taken to the races by people who 
knew the ropes so I was able to have a nice 
afternoon and really devote my attention to 
the races. 

The point of the foregoing is, of course, 
that going to a strange race track presents so 
many problems that most of the day is spent 
solving the problems instead of enjoying the 
races- 

As a matter of fact, just try going to Holly¬ 
wood Park or Atlantic City or Gulfstream Park 
for the first time. You will find that it takes 
a while to find where to do what and to find 
the best vantage point for watching the races 
and most of the people at these tracks speak 
one form or another of English. Just try to 


do the whole thing in Arabic or Chinese or 
Swahili and see how far you get. 

It is for these reasons that it makes some 
sense to have things organized for you before 
you leave home if you want to see the races 
and stud farms and to talk to horsemen abroad. 
That is what Betty and Hugo Larsen have done 
in organizing tours to the Far East and to 
Europe for people interested in Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding. They get things fully 
organized beforehand. 

Their European tour lasts 31 days from 
September 12 when the American contingent 
leaves New York to October 12 when the tour 
ends in Rome. 

The first stop is Ireland and the first thing 
happening there is to go racing at The Curragh, 
the headquarters of Irish racing. The program 
for the day the tour is at The Curragh includes 
the Irish St. Leger, the last and longest of the 
Irish classics. Then the next three days are 
spent visiting stud farms the names of which 
sound like a Who’s Who in the history of 
Thoroughbred breeding, Bellymany Stud, She- 
shoon Stud, Gilltown Stud, Ballygoran Stud, 
Kildangen Stud, Arendale Stud, Loughtown 
Stud, Simmonstown Stud, Woodpark Stud, 
Airlie Stud, Mylerstown Stud, and the Irish 
National Stud. 

Interspersed between the visits to the studs 
are two sessions of the yearling sales at Balls- 
bridge. The visits to the studs are not just 
WHOOSH, that last farm we passed was She- 
shoon Stud and now WHOOSH here comes 
Gilltown. The visits the tour members make 
are real visits with the opportunities of talking 
with the farm personnel and learning how 
they do things-

e best way to enjoy good horsemanship 
and to watch show horses perform is at an 
informal horse show. 

And this is exactly what the Potomac Morgan 
Horse Club of Myersville planned at the Jose- 
lene Hills farm at Mt. Pleasant. The members 
held the Morgan Horse Fun Day at Joseph 
Vona’s farm on Dance Hall Road, about one 
mile from Mt. Pleasant last month. There was 
no admission charge. 

The Potomac Morgan Horse Club sponsored 
the show as a type of amateur show warm-up 
to prepare horses and riders for the circuit and 
to promote the versatile Morgan as a family 
horse. In addition to the schooling aspect of 
the show, numerous Fun Classes were worked 
into the program so that the members could 
have just plain fun with their Morgans at the 
get-together, hence the name Morgan Horse 
Fun Day. The club has about 75 members and 
154 horses, not all of the horses were Morgans. 
Several well-known show horses were invited 
from North Carolina, New Jersey and Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

The following classes were planned for the 
day: Model Class (all ages, each age group 
shown separately), Walking Race, English 
Pleasure, Park Hack, Egg and Spoon Contest, 
Dollar Bare Back Class, Western Pleasure, 
Trail, Command Break and Out, Fine Harness 
Driving and Pleasure. 

There was also a sire and get showing, the 
sire and his offspring shown by ages. There 
was no judging or competing for points or 
ribbons except in certain classes. The purpose 
of the program was to learn the correct way to 
show horses and to have fun. 

Mike Brittain, of Frederick, served as nar¬ 
rator and explained to the audience and the 
riders what was expected of horses and riders. 
He made suggestions to the riders on how to 



perform with the grace and style of a profes¬ 
sional rider. Eugene J. Offutt, of Walkersville, 
acted as ring master. 

As an interesting sidelight, if you are not 
familiar with the Morgan as a breed, here are 
some facts about the Morgans. 

The Morgan is a small horse weighing from 
800 to 1,100 pounds and standing 14.2 hands 
or 58 to 62 inches high. 

All Morgan horses are descendants of a stal¬ 
lion named Justin Morgan. This sturdy little 
horse was owned by a New England school¬ 
teacher, for whom he was named. 

Justin Morgan won fame during the 1800’s 
as the most powerful and dependable horse of 
his size in history. And even today, many 
mounted policemen ride Morgans. 

The Morgan is a gentle but proud horse. The 
color of a true Morgan is usually chestnut or 
bay. He has a high head carriage and an arched 
neck. 

Another characteristic is the shape of the 
horse’s head—the eyes are large and prominent 
and set far apart on a wide forehead. The muz¬ 
zle is small and fine with flaring nostrils. Mor¬ 
gans move with trappy animated gaits which 
are smooth to ride. 

There was a Morgan information booth set 
up at the fun day show as well as a refresh¬ 
ment stand. There was also a tack shop booth 
which sold and displayed leather goods. There 
was an Art Booth with an artist sketching the 
horses. 

Miss Carol E. Hackney is the president of 
the Potomac Morgan Horse Club; Mrs. John 
B. Howard, vice-president, and Miss Jan Young, 
secretary-treasurer. Committee Chairmen for the 
fun day were Mrs. John Howard, Jan Young, 
Joseph Vona, Mrs. Warren Brittain, Charles

After Ireland comes Germany where more 
studs are visited and the tour members see the 
German St- Leger at Dortmund. Among the 
studs visited is. Roettgen Stud, it being the 
only one in the world where the blood of 
the great Hungarian mare of the middle of last 
century, Kincsem, is concentrated. Considering 
that Kincsem was unbeaten in 54 races against 
top opposition all over Europe, it is pretty 
good blood to concentrate although it must 
be somewhat diluted by now. 

From Germany, the tour moves to New¬ 
market, England, known as the cradle of the 
Thoroughbred. There will be a reception by 
The Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 
England giving the tour members the oppor¬ 
tunity to talk with the people of similar 
interests in England. There will also be a visit 


to the English Jockey Club, the sanctum sanc¬ 
torum of Thoroughbred racing. The prominent 
studs nearby will be visited as will be the 
fabulous Newmarket training grounds where 
horses have been trained for racing since the 
first decade of the 17th century. A visit to 
Newmarket Heath alone is worth the trip. 

Thence to London for a day at the races at 
Ascot to see the Queen Elizabeth II Stakes 
with time left for sightseeing and shopping 
in that great city. 

Then to France. Chantilly which is the 
French counterpart of Newmarket is the first 
stop. The training grounds at Chantilly are 
actually beyond belief. There are more than 
12,000 acres of woods, paths, and every train¬ 
ing facility you could want. The race track at 
Chantilly looks across its moat to a fairy-book 
chateau. 

After Chantilly, the tour moves to Deauville 
where a number of the most prominent French 
studs are visited. At Haras de Meautry owned 
by Baron Guy de Rothschild the tour members 
will see a stallion some of them may have 
seen before, Diatome. It was Diatome which, 
under one of the most beautiful rides I ever 
saw, won the 1965 International at Laurel, 
Jockey Jean DeForge brought Diatome out 
of a pocket and up the stretch so fast it looked 
as if the rest of the field was tied to a post. 
Then, in 1966 he did the same thing to win 
the same race for France with Behistoun. There 
are two days in Deauville devoted to visiting 
studs and then back to Paris to see the Prix 
de l’Arc de Triomphe, one of the most impor¬ 
tant races in the world. 

Finally, Milan, Italy, where the group goes 
racing at the San Siro Track with a reception 
by the Italian Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion following. From Milan there is a short 
side trip to see another type of race track, 
the one for autos at Monza. This was the 
track on which the climactic race of the film 
GRAND PRIX took place. From Milan, several 
of the fine Italian studs are visited and then 
on to the Eternal City for a day or so of rest 
and rehabilitation (sightseeing, rest and shop¬ 
ping) and then home. 

If one tried to arrange visits to all these 
races and all these stud farms, on his own, it 
would take a year if it could be accomplished 
at all. Time and experience are what Betty 
and Hugo Larsen have put into these tours, 
years of experience and lots of time. That is 
why the tours run with clocklike precision, 
precision the tour members hardly notices 
because he is so busy seeing things. •
